Statement of Significant Accounting Policies:

Organization:

Cirrus Research, LLC (The Company), a New York limited liability company, is registered as a
broker-dealer with the Securities and Exchange Commission and is a member of the Financial
Industry Regulatory Authority, Inc. The Company performs research services to various
investment companies.

Concentration of Risk:

The Company maintains cash in bank accounts which, at times, may exceed federally insured
limits Qr where no insurance is provided. The Company has not experienced any losses in
such accounts and does not believe it is exposed to any significant credit risk on cash and
cash equivalents.

Cash and Cash Equivalents:

Cash equivalents are limited to short term, highly liquid investments that are both readily
convertible to known amounts of cash and of an original maturity of three months or less.

Cirrus Research, LLC is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission's Uniform Net
Capital Rule (Rule 15c3-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and
requires that the ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not
exceed 15 to 1. At December 31, 2016, Cirrus Research, LLC had net capital of $203,089
after adjustments for non-allowable assets, which was $198,089 in excess of its required net
capital. Cirrus Research, LLC's net capital ratio was .3192 to 1.
